An ordinance providing for the| 


establishment of a municipal court 
in the Town of Wrangell, Alaska; 
defining the jurisdiction of such 
court and for a course of procedure | 
in such court. 

Be it ordained by the Common 
Council of the Town of Wrangell: 


Section 1, A municipal court is | 
hereby established and created in | 
| 
which shall be presided over by | 
the municipal magistrate, who shall | 


and for the Town of Wrangell, 


have jurisdiction and power to hear, 
| 
try and determine all cases arising 


under the ordinances of the Town 


of Wrangell and to punish for vio- | 


lation of any ordinance of the said 
Town. 

Sec. 2. That immediately after 
the passage and approval of this 


ordinance the common council of | 
the Town of Wrangell shall pro- | 
ceed to appoint a suitable person | 
as municipal magistrate whose | 


term of office shall expire with the 


life of the common council now in | 
office and therealter the said com- | 


mon council shall appoint a suitable 


time and in the same Manner as 


other officers of the said town are | 


appointed, 


Sec. 3. The municipal magis- | 


trate, before entering upon the per- 


formance of his duties shall take | 


and subscribe to an oath tofaithfully 
and honest!y perform the duties of 


his office, which oath shall be filed | 


in the office of the municipal clerk. 
Sec. 4. The municipal magis- 


i| trate shall give a bond with two | 


sufficient sureties, to the Town of 
Wrangell, to be approved by the | 
commen council, conditioned for | 
the faithtul discharge of the duties 
of his office, which bond shall be 


filed in the office. of the municipal | 


clerk, 

Sec. 5. The municipal magis- 
trate shall make and file with the 
municipal clerk, and the clerk shall 
submit to the council, on the first 
day of the months of January, 
April, July and October, in each 
vear, or within 1o days thereafter, 


a full and complete report of the) 
business transacted in his office, 


and court for the quarter preceding, 
in which said report shall be set 


forth, in appropriate columns, the} 
names of persons arrested and | 


brought before the court, the date 
thereof, the offense charged, dis- 
position of the case made, the 
amount of fine imposed, term of 
commitment, amount of fines and 
fees collected, and the amount of 
fees due to witnesses and other 
persons and the names of such per- 
sons. 

Sec, 6. All fines, penalties and 
costs collected by the municipal 
magistrate shall be covered into the 
town treasury monthly, and dupli- 
cate receipts taken therefor, one of 


which shall be filed with the munici- | 


pal clerk, 
See. 7. As soon as the municipal 


magistrate has been appointed, the 


common council shall fix the month- | 


ly salary to he paid to such officer, 
and the amount thereof shall not 
be increased or decreased during 
the term of any such municipal 
magistrate, and such calary shall 
be paid in the same manner as the 
salaries of other officers of the 
Town of Wrangell are paid, 

Sec. 8. The municipal magistrate 
shall have exclusive jurisdiction of 
all violations of ordinances passed 
bv the Tewn of Wrangell and may 
issue warrants of arrest, grant and 
admit to bail or commit to prison | 
any offender, and’ pass judgment 
that the defendant pay a fine, and

It was not yet daylight, but it 
was imperative that something 
be done at once.

would be left behind. The mayor 
came uptown and got Dr. Shurick 
out of bed and requested him to 
officially notify the master of the 
City of Seattle that there was no | 
small pox in Wrangell. The Doe-| 
tor wrote an official notification | 
to Captain McGilivray tg the ef-| 
fect that Wrangell was abeolutely | 
free from small pox. Under his | 
signature Dr. Shurick wrote; 
“Acting Assistant Surgeon of the | 
Public Health Service of Alaska” | 
which would probably carry as 
much weight as any official no- 
tices the steamship company had | 
received from the municipality 
of Ketchikan. 

The mayor delivered the health | 
officer’s note to Captain McGili- | 
vray, and heimmediately notified | 
the purser that passengers would | 
be taken on from Wrangell, and | 
that any one aboard who cared to | 
go ashore could do so. 

The mayor was leaving the 
boat when L. J. McDonald, a 
through passenger, called to him 
saying: ‘Joe Baronouich was at 
the dock when we left Ketchikan 
and he asked me to try to send 
word to his wife.to cable him to 
what extent the epidemic was!
